Feasibility Study for High School on 
Town Meeting Warrant

WILMINGTON - After near- 
ly two years of negotiations, 
and a_ recession, the 
Wilmington Teachers 
Association ratified a new 
contract at the end of 
February. The School 
Committee will finalize the 
new contract at its meeting 
Wednesday evening (as the 
Crier goes to print). Despite 
today’s present economic cli- 
mate, the two-year contract 
includes new money, but with- 
in the limitations of Prop 2 
1/2, 

“I appreciate the fact that 
the teachers made sacrifices, 
as did the administrators and 
non-union employees. I know 
that’s difficult and hopefully 
we'll get to better economic 
times,” Superintendent of 
Schools Joanne Benton told 
the Crier, 


Wilmington Teachers met at 
the High School cafeteria on 
February 25, to ratify the new 
contract, which includes 


some language changes and a’ 


raise for next year. The 
details of the contract are the 
same as offered up in October 
2009 though it was not ratified 
by the WTA membership last 
fall, prompting the resigna- 
tion of the bargaining team. 
The union appointed a new 
bargaining team and the col- 
lective bargaining process 
began again with the School 
Committee. 

Last March, after an ardu- 
ous bargaining season, the 
union and school committee 
agreed to a one-year contract, 
retroactive to September 
2008, for a 2.5 percent salary 
increase. That contract 
expired last August.

WILMINGTON - Another 
national television show seeks 
torfilm a local family and the 
community will be highlight- 
ed when Losing It with Jillian 
Michaels comes to town.

Under the dictates of the 
bipartisan and bicameral bill, 
the appointed receiver would 
be charged with restoring 
sound and prudent manage- 
ment to the ERRB, and would 
have the authority:

Both the Superintendent 
and the WTA President, Joe 
Kleponis, were interviewed at 
the time and agreed that the 
following year, FY10, would 
be a challenging one. 

The new contract, set to be 
ratified by the School 
Committee at it’s Wednesday 
meeting, offers no salary 
increase for the current year 
and a 2.25 percent increase 
for the 2010-2011 school year. 

Language changes in the 
contract introduce an agency 
fee, dictating that teachers 
will still have to pay a fee to 
the union whether or not they 
choose to be a member, as all 
teachers benefit from the col- 
lective bargaining process, 
Superintendent Joanne 
Benton explained to the Crier. 

Benton is excited about new 
evaluation language included 
in the contract, a goal for the 
school system to work on with 
the association for the last 
few years, which will make 
the evaluation process more 
meaningful for teachers. 

“We are trying to get teach- 
ers to stretch - try new 
things,” said Benton. “I’m 
really excited about it.” 

Rather than simply relying 
on a 45-minute observation 
from a principal or supervi- 
sor, teachers will now also 
choose a project such as high- 
lighting, new curricula or 
designing a new way of col- 
lecting data. 

Other School News: 

The New England 
Associations of Schools and 
Colleges (NEASC) will be vis- 
iting Wilmington High School 

Sunday as it pre- 
pares for the newest accredi- 

tation study, done every 10 
years. The evaluation begins 
Sunday afternoon with a for- 
mal presentation from 
administration, and contin- 
ues through Wednesday with 
a brief reception, and meet- 
ings with students, the school 
committee, parents, class- 
room observations, student 
work reviews, and even shad- 
owing students for half-days. 

Benton anticipates that the 


“2010 Subarulmpreza 
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evaluation team will find 
some “issues” with the school 
facilities standard. 

“It’s clear to me that the 
physical plant impedes the 
delivery of educational pro- 
grams and support services 
at the high school,” said 
Benton. 

The science labs are outdat- 
ed, for example, the band 
room is not large enough for 
Wilmington’s robust music 
program, and the library no 
longer meets the needs of stu- 
dents. 

Benton said that she is look- 
ing forward to the visit, 
“because I believe that the 
high school staff has done a 
tremendous job on the self- 
study and I look forward to 
showcasing our students and 
staff to our visitors from the 
NEASC.” 

Due to the age and other 
factors, Wilmington High 
School was invited by the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority (MSBA) 
to do a feasibility study. 
Article 10 on the Town 
Meeting Warrant calls for a 
total amount of $1 million to 
$1.2 million for the study, with 
half paid by MSBA. Passing 
the article would allow the 
town to enter the next phase 
for the high school project, 
enabling the hiring of an 
Owner’s Project Manager, the 
creation of a conceptual 
design, and the development 
of a cost analysis. 

Tewksbury, which was 
accepted into the Model 
School Program with MSBA, 
just passed a new high school 
at the ballot box Saturday. 
The measure passed Town 
Meeting the previous 
Monday. Tewksbury will 
receive just over 60 percent of 
the costs of constructing the 
new high school from the 
MSBA. Based on architectur- 
al designs of Hudson High 
School, built eight years ago, 
the new high school in 
‘Tewksbury will be built on the 
same site as the current high 
school and is slated to open in 
September 2012.

The best leaders 
should be the captains. I put 
so much stock into it because 
it’s a lot of work to be a cap- 
tain in our program. There 
are a lot of expectations on 
the court and off the court.” 
~ Vitale says that it took some 
time to get used to the 
responsibilities of being cap- 
tain, but she was able to grow 
into the role, 

“At first it was kind of 
nerve-racking, but as the sea- 
son wore on I felt more com- 
fortable doing it,” she 
explains. “I felt honored that 
my coach would pick me as a 
captain. It was a challenge, 
but I was ready for the chal- 
lenge.” 

Buff says that Vitale was up 
for the challenge not only for 
what she does during games 
and practices, but also what 
she does away from the 
arena. She says Vitale is a 
well-rounded student-athlete 
who hosts recruits when they 
visit the school, so the posi- 
tion of captain was natural 


for her. 

It wasn’t always natural, 
especially when Vitale first 
stepped on campus as a 
freshman. She admits there 
were butterflies early on in 
her- collegiate career. 

“It was a lot getting used 
to,” she says. “Coming in as a 
freshman I was very timid 
and didn’t have a lot of confi- 
dence. I'd say now I’m very 
comfortable.” 

Vitale began playing basket- 
ball in the Wilmington in- 
town leagues.

While it is 
fair to state that men’s 
sports are more popular 
right now, I believe this 
will change very soon.

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The job of the basketball 
official is one of the most 
“thankless in sports. If the 
Teferees in any particular 
“game are not subjected to 
“jeers or at the very least 
“some heated postgame dis- 
“cussion among fans, then 
they have done their job. 
“Don’t alter the outcome of 
‘any contest, and blow that 
“whistle evenly so that the 
“fouls match-up consistently 
“at the final buzzer. Along 
ccomes a little gambling 
“problem in the National 
‘Basketball Association, 
‘when one nitwit referee 
decides that he can indulge 
his gambling addiction with 
the help of what he thought 
‘was ‘inside’ information on 
‘players and coaches. Will all 
‘of this trickle down to high 
school basketball, where 
‘parents and fans too often 
look to the officials as the 
‘reason for defeat and victo- 
‘ry? 

“Tt says here that answer 
might be no, with more ques- 
tions linked to the nuts and 
bolts of officiating. Should 
there be two or three offi- 
cials? What should be called 

- when and why? And, is 
there indeed the factor of 
money paid to the high 
school officials that often 
Yelates to who really cares 
about the integrity of the 
game? 

Mickey Sullivan, Tony 
Romano and Jim Sullivan, 
Jr. have all played, coached 
and officiated in the area for 
many years, with each car- 
rying heavy degrees in bas- 
ketball clout. Their words 
tend to carry more weight 
than any sportswriter bang- 
ing the keys or any fan sit- 
.ting in the stands ready to 
-pass judgment on a referee’s 
jeall. Mistakes by players, 
coaches-and heaven forbid- 
referees are part of basket- 
ball, Still, there are tough 
‘questions that officials 
should answer and recently 
those questions got tougher 
when the spotlight of fair- 
ness was fixed on their pro- 
fession at a very profession- 
al level -the NBA. 
¢ Mickey Sullivan, the 
Athletic Director at Lowell 
Catholic High School and a 
former high school basket- 
ball coach in Tewksbury, as 
usual doesn’t dance around 
the subject. 

“Over the years as an ath- 
letic director, I have noticed 
recently that there are more 
‘and more individuals getting 
into high school basketball 
officiating for the money, 
and not so much to stay 
involved with the game that 
they loved as a young per- 
Son. Now, I see people who 
jhave very little playing expe- 
tience who know the rules, 
Dut just do not have a ‘sense’ 
for the game,” offered 
Sullivan. “A sub-varsity offi- 
rial gets paid $53 per-game 
‘and frequently works double- 
headers (freshmen and JV). 
Varsity officials make $75 for 
an hour and a half. 

“In both cases, that works 
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out to be about $50 per hour. 
I can see how many officials 
are now motivated to make 
money and not worry about 
the quality of their work.” 

Tony Romano assigns offi- 
cials for the Dual County 
League boys and girls 9th 
grade through varsity, and 
he also held that job in the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference from 1984 until 
1996. Tony coached boys’ var- 
sity basketball at Tewksbury 
High School beginning all 
the. way back in 1964 and 
passed the referees’ test in 
1967 after his father-in-law 
(a referee himself) saw 
Romano coach. 

“I remember that his mes- 
sage was- ‘stop getting on 
the referees’- you don’t even 
know the rules and how chal- 
lenging it was to officiate 
high school _ basketball 
games. Looking back, I went 
and took the test, learning 
most of the rules and tech- 
niques after I stopped coach- 
ing ULowell in 1983. I cer- 
tainly was no angel on the 
bench, but I’ve actively offi- 
ciated ever since-and ever 
since I've had more toler- 
ance for active and hard 
working coaches.” 

“There is some perception 
out there at all levels of offi- 
ciating that referees can-and 
will- at times influence the 
outcome of games,” said 
Romano. “Personally, I real- 
ly don’t believe it ever hap- 
pens. Sometimes a weak offi- 
cial may get intimidated by 
an over-active coach or vocal 
parents/spectators, but those 
officials don’t usually last 
long in this game. 

“Officiating is hard work. 
You need to know the rules, 
be active and be in position. 
There are always the advan- 
tage-disadvantage interpre- 
tations to physical contact on 
both sides of the ball. There 
should be fair play - nobody 
wants to see a foul-shooting 
contest. There are times 
when all ten players are 
actively involved in the play, 
and the two referees are 
moving - this is when the 
coach or the fans might have 
a better view of a particular 
play. 

“The MIAA Tournament 
now uses three officials, with 
the hope of better coverage 
of the action, but many of 
our officials don’t have 
enough experience with that 
system and get caught 
watching the ball.” 

Romano was in the stands 
when Dracut played the 
TMHsS'’ girls in a first round 
tournament game, and the 
three officials working the 
contest were having some 
trouble reaching a consensus 
at some key moments, With 
the Dracut crowd worked up 
and claiming that their team 
was getting the short-end of 
the officiating stick, it was 
no time for a board meeting 
at center court.

Friends to ride PMC 
in Meghan’s honor

Meghan McCarthy sure had plenty of friends. And those| 
friends, not only at Tewksbury High School, but across the| 
Merrimack Valley, have helped to raise over $13,000 for the| 
Flying Henry's, the team that will ride in Meghan’s name| 
again at this year’s Pan Mass Challenge. 

Last year a DECA fashion show at TMHS raised over| 
$11,300, and on the Sunday following Meghan’s passing from| 
cancer, a boys’ and girls’ basketball double-header at the| 
school helped to raise even more funds for the Flying 
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group was having a tough 
time adjusting to working 
together as a three-man unit, 
having little experience with 
this system. Romano agreed, 
and said that he just had to 
hope that the ebb-and-flow of 
the three-man system would- 
n’t affect this particular 


game. 

“Sometimes officials can’t 
paint a pretty picture,” 
admits Romano. “I mean, 
the ball won’t go in, the skill 
level is poor, the teams are 
intense rivals - sometimes 
the officials don’t have their 
best game on that particular 
night- whether it be work- 
related, family problems, an 
injury or illness. I can’t just 
call at 4 pm to get a substi- 
tute official for a game that 
starts at 7 pm.” 

Romano believes _ that 
despite the occasional blips 
on the referee radar screen 
that teamwork-often long 
before tap-off- translates to a 
smooth performance by 
game officials. Fans want to 
see a fairly officiated game 
period- and anything that 
happens in the NBA should 
not paint a dire picture for 
high school _ referees. 
Romano is rock-solid in this 
belief. 

“I don’t believe that the 
NBA scandal will affect our 
officials at the school levels,” 
he said. “School athletic 
administrators are by and 
large on top of their home 
sites with good supervision 
and solid sportsmanship 
expectations. Head coaches 
do have a lot of input in most 
leagues with an evaluation 
system with their assignor.” 

Tewksbury High School 
boys’ varsity basketball 
coach Jim Sullivan, Jr. has 
seen the game from several 
perspectives. Early this sea- 
son one of Tewksbury’s play- 
ers happened to come across 
his coach with an open rule- 
book. 

“What are you doing coach, 
learning how to be a refer- 
ee?” 

It was a legitimate question 
given the fact that Sullivan 
seldom let’s anyone know 
that he spent many years in 
the striped shirt referring 
junior varsity and recreation 
league games before family 
and coaching obligations put 
that part of his life on the 
back burner. That doesn’t 
mean that the coach stopped 
having varied opinions on 
the tough game decisions of 
a working referee. He has 
seen the ebb and flow of 
style-especially in the com- 
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petitive Merrimack Valley 
Conference. 

“I understand that officials 
aren’t going to see every- 
thing,” offers Sullivan. 
“When I get worked up is 
when officials allow other 
teams to hold jerseys. That is 
clearly a disadvantage. 
When a kid is face-guarding 
and has his arm wrapped 
around a player when you 
are trying to get the ball in- 
bounds- that is clearly a dis- 
advantage. 

“Not enough officials will 
come in from half-court and 
make that call because they 
don't want to upset a certain 
coach- whatever his name is, 
because they are going to 
beat Tewksbury anyway and 
they don’t want to turn this 
game into a free-throw com- 
petition.” 

“What I’m trying to do as a 
coach is defend our kids and 
make sure that they are get- 
ting a fair shake. There are 
certainly officials who walk 
into a gym and say- ‘I’m 
doing Tewksbury-Lawrence 
tonight and Tewksbury has 
no shot in this game.” 

Sullivan is quick to point 
out that this is more subcon- 
scious than anything else- 
and he has never seen any 
high school official go out of 
his way to alter the outcome 
of any game. He also says 
that this cat-and-mouse 
game can sometimes work 
both ways. 

“There are coaches that 
always try to gain an advan- 
tage with the officials when 
you walk into their gym,” 
says Sullivan. 

The Merrimack Valley 
Conference has also become 
something of scrum on some 
nights- and Sullivan isn’t 
always thrilled to see his 
team playing that style of 
basketball. 

“The MVC has become a 
knock down, fight it out, 
grab, hold, clutch, claw, push 
and shove league, and it goes 
on in every single game,” 
said Sullivan. “It’s expected, 
and it is the overall philoso- 
phy of the guys who officiate 
in the league. They allow this 
stuff to happen. Last year, 
after a fairly officiated game 
against Andover, all the 
banging was called across 
the board for both teams. 
The next day we began our 
practice with a drill designed 
to initiate defense by putting 
an arm on the offensive play- 
er’s hip. Then in a game we 
don’t always do it, but when 
a couple of our guys start 
doing it (‘hands-on’ defense) 
- it becomes a foul. When 
there is a forearm on a hip it 
is a disadvantage to the ball- 
handler,” said Sullivan. 

Could Sullivan the coach be 
accused of manipulating the 
Officials to gain an advan- 
tage for his team? He admits 
that he has gone there, 
forced to defend his team 
that is often seen as a per- 
petual underdog. 

“Coaches manipulate offi- 
cials sometimes, so a game 
gets called a particular way. 
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Henry's.

“But, 
it is a cost issue. You are 
talking about adding about 
78 bucks to every single 
game for another official. 
Three guys can see more 
than two guys can. There are 
good officials working in this 
league- guys work hard. I’m 
not knocking anybody’s 
effort. It’s just the style of 
play that has been accepted 
by officials that work in this 
league.”

Wanted- three qualified- and 
someone would say certifi- 
ably crazy- high school bas- 
ketball officials who will 
work cheap and blow the 
whistle evenly for both 
teams. A big plus would be if 
one of those guys would 
occasionally work a big 
game for nothing- for the 
love of the game and a learn- 
ing experience. 

After that first game on 
the job that referee would 
get a big thank-you and 
handshakes all-around. He 
would be appreciated. He 
would even be admired. And 
he would soon be working 
alone. How many fouls would 
that guy miss? Teams would 
need a calculator, Here's’ an 
idea. Stop complaining about 
how the game is officiated. 
And pass the hat.

Cullity, Catamounts hoping to make post-season run_

LOWELL — When you play in 
a program that feature current 
National Hockey League stand- 
out players Tim Thomas and 
Martin St. Louis, you can easily 
forget your roots. When you 
play in the Frozen Four last 
spring, watched my millions of 
people on ESPN2 and have 
your name get butchered by the 
great Barry Melrose, certainly 
you can easily forget your 

roots. 

But for Tewksbury resident 
Patrick Cullity, he certainly 
hasn’t forgotten his roots and 
perhaps that’s the biggest rea- 
son why he is the hockey player 
and the person he is today. 

On Saturday night, Cullity 
and the rest of his University of 
Vermont teammates played to 
a hard earned 1-1 tie against 
the University of 
Massachusetts-Lowell squad in 
a terrific Hockey East game 
played at the newly named 
Tsongas Center, Both teams 
needed this game, UVM to 
qualify for the Hockey East 
playoffs, and UML to host the 
first round HE playoff series. 

During Saturday's game, 
Cullity played 32 shifts, helped 
kill off two big penalties, took 
two shots on net, played very 
good all-around defense, took a 
penalty and was a plus-1 on the 
ice, extending his lead in all of 
Hockey East with a current 
plus-19 ratio. 

It was a typical night for 
Cullity - he played very good 
defensively, played tough and 
aggressive in front of his own 
net, lugged the puck up and 
dish it off, took a penalty, killed 
off a couple and was on the ice 
when his team scored. 

Yet despite playing his consis- 
tent style of game on the ice, 
Saturday night was anything 
but typical for Cullity. First he 
was back home, playing in 
Lowell, the same town he 
played so many games as a 
child at the dumpy Janas 
Arena. Lowell is also the same 
town that’s next door to where 
he grew up, here in?Tewksbury 
with his family and friends, 
who came out on this night to 
watch No. 4 with the ‘A’ on his 
jersey play for possibly the last 
time in his career, But that did- 
n’t happen. 

The Catamounts held the 
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pesky UML team off and fin- 
ished with a 1-1 tie, all the 
while BU knocked off 
Northeastern, which allowed 
Vermont to climb into the No. 8 
spot in this weekend's Hockey 
Ease Playotts taking on the top 


"et thes been a rock back 
there (on defense) since his 
freshman year,” said UVM 
head coach Kevin Sneddon 
after Saturday night’s tie. “He 
stepped out from Prep Hockey 
and right into our top two or 
three (defensive) rotation. He's 
just a guy you want out on the 
ice in every key situation espe- 
cially defending a lead like 
tonight. He’s a gritty hockey 
player and he’s been excellent 
for us, and I’m happy that 
we're going to be able to see 
him play more hockey next 
weekend.” 


Heading into Saturday night’s 
game, Cullity had no idea what 
to expect, and didn’t know if 
this would the last time he 
would lace up his skates for 
UVM. 

“No, no (I?did not want this to 
be my last game),” he said. 
“Walking onto that ice, I had no 
idea what our fate was. I?(just) 
heard that BU did us a favor by 
beating?Northeastern, so we're 
excited about moving on.” 

Moving on is something Pat 
Cullity knows all about. He 
started skating when he was 
two, then started with the youth 
programs, and then as a 
teenager, he attended the 
Brooks School, excelled in soc- 
cer, hockey and baseball, where 
going to Prep, to play hig 
for the Berkshire Islanders. Hi 
then 01 agreed to go 4 
Boston University, but then 
changed his mind and went to 
UVM, the same school and for 
the same program his father 
Tom suited up for back from 
1978 to 1980. 

Tom was a much different 
player than Pat. Tom ranks 
38th all-time in scoring at UVM 
registering 102 points in just 
two seasons. He currently holds 
the program’s records for 
power play goals in a season 
(19, twice) and consecutive 
games of scoring a goal with 11. 
Tom originally went to UPenn 
to play hockey but the program 
was cut after two years. That 
forced him to transfer to UVM, 
to which he made such an 


nA 


impact, leading him into 
UVM’s Hall of Fame in 1990, 
when Pat was just three years 
old. 

“My father lugged it up the 
ice and was a goal scorer, 
whereas I have to skate the 
puck up and make plays,” said 
Pat. 

While Tom was said to be the 
goal scorer, Pat is the stay 
home defenseman, who: can 
really skate. He really excels on 
the ice getting from Point A to 
Point B, making it look so easy, 
but certainly that's the furthest 
from the truth. But when it 
came to stepping out on the ice 
for the first time in a UVM uni- 
form, Pat said that his father 
just kept it to the basics. 

“He just told me to keep it 
simple, work hard, play every 
game like it’s your last and 
don’t take anything for grant- 
ed,” said Pat. 

While Tom is in the record 
books for his offensive skills, 
Pat has climbed the charts 
himself in other areas. Besides 
leading all of Hockey East (and 
his team) with his plus-19 ratio, 
Pat leads the team in penalties 
with 25, and in games played 
with 139, and currently ranks 
second all-time in the pro- 
gram’s history in penalty min- 
utes with 248, trailing Jamie 
Sifers with 267. 

Pat said that he gets that 
competitive edge from his fam- 
ily, starting out with his par- 
ents Tom and Kathy, and his 
three older sisters, Keri, 
Lauren and Lindsay. 

“My mother and father are 
both pretty competitive people, 
and then my sisters helped me 
develop and with the closeness 
that we have it's been a lot of 
fun (growing up with them),” 
he said. “My sister Lindsay just 
finished a t career playing 
(club basketball) at 
Northeastern (University) and 
having her there growing up 
just helped me a lot.” 

Lindsay is just a year older 
than Pat, who is 23. She had a 
terrific basketball career at 
TMHS, helping the Redmen 
capture its first MVC?Small 
School title during her senior 
year in 2005 - the first since 
1992. Keri played soccer in the 
mid 90s and Lauren ran cfoss 
country shortly after that, all 
the while Pat was a little boy, 
putting on his helmet and 


started to play some team 
hockey, and from there I con- 
tinued on down the path.” 

Down the path came lots and

On Tuesday, January 12, at 4:53 p.m. local time, a 7.0 mag- 
nitude earthquake struck Haiti approximately 10 miles south of 
the country’s: capital, Port-au-Prince. Buildings were 
destroyed, thousands dead and injured and millions were left 
homeless. The poorest country in the western hemisphere 
became even poorer. 

Surrounding countries such as the Dominican Republic, 
Venezuela, Puerto Rico, Jamaica, and Cuba all felt the shock. 
It was the most devastating earthquake in that area since an 8.0 
magnitude earthquake rocked the Dominican Republic back in 
August of 1946. That quake produced a tsunami that killed 1,790 
and injured many others, This one killed over 200,000 people 
and injured 300,000 more. 

Before the first aftershock was even felt, aid poured in from 
all over the world. Americans contributed millions thanks to 
tele-thons, fundraisers, and texting. 

Locally, schools and school-age children in Winchester, 
Woburn, Stoneham, Burlington and Wilmington rallied around 
each other in an effort to raise money and spirits. Thousands 
of dollars were raised thanks to those communities. 

Most recently, the Lynch School in Winchester raised 
$3,500, The fundraiser was spearheaded by two fifth grade 
girls, Phoebe Sauer and Lydia Rankin. The girls saw the dev- 
astation on the news, and after speaking with their parents, 
decided they had to help. 

First, they went online and googled Haiti to learn more 
about the country. They used that information to create a pow- 
erpoint presentation set to the song “Where is the Love?” by the 
Black-Eyed,Peas, which they delivered to the school prior to the 
Winter Concert. The presentation showed pictures of happy, 
smiling Haitian children before changing to reveal the devasta- 
tion the earthquake caused. 

In the end, the girls asked the students and parents in atten- 
dance to purchase a heart for $1 or a Valentine's Day card for 
$2, Afterwards, the rest of the fifth grade jumped at the chance 
to help Sauer and Rankin, and so an all-school fundraiser 


an, 

Water Cooler jugs, arranged by grade, were put on display in 
the hallway at the main entrance and the donations poured in. 
Throughout the campaign, students were reminded of the dev- 
astating effect the earthquake in Haiti had on destroying the 
lives and livelihoods of so many. Hearts went out to those in the 
Lynch community with relatives who were impacted by the dev- 
astation. 

The money raised from selling cards and hearts, combined 
with the money collected in the jugs, all went to the Red Cross. 
The organization came to the school on Friday and was pre- 
sented with a check for $3,500 in a ceremony that Sauer’s moth- 
er, Roseanna, said made the woman teary-eyed. 

Principal of the Lynch School, Dr. Steve Goodwin, marveled 
at the dedication these two girls showed in their desire to help 
the people affected by the earthquake. He said, “These are 
Great kids, The two girls (Sauer and Rankin) are leaders in my 
mind.” 

Dr. Goodwin also pointed out the fifth grade teachers who 
helped in the undertaking: Karen Clements, Gordon Casey and 
Wendy Tsapatsaris. 

“This goes way past my usefulness,” Dr. Goodwin said about 
the fundraiser. He stressed the idea and project were all the 
girls’ and he was merely around for support. “I’m not sur- 
prised,” he said in response to the school banding together.

“step by step"). Considering the challenges that the people of 
Haiti are enduring, one might question how $3,500 can possibly 
help in the face of such widespread need. Well it will. It will 
make a difference to some family or child in the form of food, 
shelter, clothing, health care, rebuilt classroom/school, and that 
is one more family/child that can begin to reassemble their 
lives and try to get back to pre-earthquake normalcy.” 

He mentioned that a couple of families were from Haiti, so 
the children were better able to understand the significance and 
gravity of the situation. 

Other local schools and children also contributed to the relief 
efforts, 


Woburn 

A week after the devastation, two children from Woburn, sec- 
ond grader Cole Mackey and his sister, fifth grader Olivia, real- 
ized they had to do something to help the children and families 
suffering in Haiti. Watching the events unfold, it all became 
very realistic to them. 

In turn, the two Hurld School children decided immediately 
they wanted to help. Along with their father, George, they 
swept into action calling different people hoping to jump on the 
enthusiasm to provide significant relief to the survivors in Port- 
au-Prince. 

Said their father, “We hope the whole town will help us.” And 
help they did. ¢

His job, however, moved 
back to just two miles from 
their home and put their plans 
up in the air. Now, Hinderer 
will also accept a position in 
their home state. 

“T just want to serve the 
library profession in my home 
state’ said Hinderer on 
Tuesday.

Simple ways to a 
better night's sleep 


Few things are more enjoyable and valuable than a good 
night's sleep. In addition to making us feel better, a good night's 
sleep also enables us to be more productive and handle all that 
a day can throw at us. 


While nearly everyone is aware of the value of sleep, a 2008 
poll conducted by the National Sleep Foundation indicated that 
many Americans simply aren't getting enough sleep. That prob- 
lem was illustrated when comparing the typical sleep schedules 
on workdays and non-workdays. On workdays, respondents typ- 
ically went to bed at 10:53 p.m. and awoke at 5:35 a.m., for an 
average of 6 hours, 42 minutes of sleep on a worknight. On non- 
workdays, however, respondents typically went to bed at 11:24 
p.m, and awoke at 7:12 a.m., an average of 7 hours, 48 minutes 
of sleep. That's telling, as many people, intentionally or not, 
attempting to make up for lost workday sleep on non-workdays. 


But sleep is just as important on workdays as it is on non- 
workdays, and Americans must place the same emphasis on 
getting a good night's sleep each and every night of the week, 
regardless of whether or not they're getting up to go to work the 
next day. To ensure a better night's sleep, consider the follow- 
ing tips. 

- * Create a better sleep environment. The ideal sleeping envi- 
ronment is a cool room with no light. Rather than cranking the 
heat before going to bed, turn the heat down a little bit. Also, 
don't fall asleep with the television on. The television not only 
lights up a bedroom, but it's also a distraction and can be an 
interruption after you've fallen asleep. 


* Don't work in the bedroom. A bedroom should be for sleep- 
. Spending time in bed working or reading can make it diffi- 
cult to fall asleep when you want to. 


* Stick to a sleep schedule. As noticed in the National Sleep 
Foundation poll mentioned above, sleep schedules vary on work- 
days and non-workdays. However, the body runs best when it's 
on a regular sleep schedule, so try to stick to a regular sched- 
ule as much as possible. On non-workdays, for example, try to 
wake up no more than an hour later than you would on a typi- 
cal workday. 


* Watch what you eat or drink before going to bed. It's ideal 
to avoid eating within three hours of going to bed. With respect 
to beverages, avoid stimulants such as coffees and soft drinks, 
replacing them with something more mild such as skim milk. 
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When days get longer and the weather begins to warm up, 
it's a sure sign that spring is around the corner.
